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Jockey badly 
injured as 
horses clash 

Frederik Tylicki in intensive care with suspected spine injury

NEWMARKET jockey Frederik Tylicki 
is in intensive care after an horrific ac¬ 
cident at Kempton Park Racecourse. 

German-born Freddie, 30, was se¬ 
verely injured on Monday after a four- 
horse collision on the home turn. 

The jockey was flown by air ambu¬ 
lance to St George’s Hospital in Tooting 
with suspected spinal injuries. 

Lisa Hancock, CEO of the Injured 
Jockeys Fund in Newmarket, said: 
“After his fall at Kempton Park Race¬ 
course, Freddie Tylicki remains in sta¬ 
ble condition in intensive care. 

“He will undergo further assessment 
and there will be another update once 
this has happened. 

“His sister Madeleine and mother 
Irene are enormously grateful for the 


support he is receiving and all the 
good wishes.” 

The accident happened in the third 
race at 3.20pm on Monday, when Fred¬ 
die’s mount Nellie Deen seemed to clip 
the heels of the leading horse, and 
eventual winner, Madame Butterfly 

Nellie Deen fell and brought down 
three more jockeys - including Jim 
Crowley (Electrify), Ted Durcan (Sovra- 
no Dolce), and Steve Drowne (Skara 
Mae). 

Freddie and Jim were attended by 
medical teams for an hour, before rac¬ 
ing was abandoned for the day 

The other two jockeys and all four 
horses were uninjured. 

Champion Jim Crowley has been 
discharged from the hospital with a 
broken nose. 

Freddie’s trainer, James Fanshawe 
from Newmarket, told the News:

“Freddie rode the first Group 1 winner 
of his career for us in August this year 
and then, in October, went on to win 
another Group 1 on Prix de l’Arc de Tri- 
omphe day at Chantilly 
“He was due to ride in the Breed¬ 
ers Cup at Santa Anita in America this 
weekend. His fall shows how tough 
racing can be and we all wish him the 
best for a speedy recovery” 

Cllr Amy Starkey, regional director of 
Newmarket Racecourses, said: “It was 
a truly tragic accident at Kempton Park 
which resulted in two injuries being 
treated in hospital, seeing Jim Crowley 
subsequently being discharged, and 
Freddie Tylicki receiving further treat¬ 



ment. 

“Our thoughts and best wishes go 
towards Freddie’s family and friends.” 

Freddie was British flat racing cham¬ 
pion apprentice in 2009. 

He won the Fester Award for Ap¬ 
prentice Jockey of the Year. 

His father was a three times cham¬ 
pion jockey in Germany 

The jockey had a spell in Ireland, 
before success with Yorkshire trainer 
Richard Fahey 

Freddie has received a number of in¬ 
juries in his career. 

He missed half of 2010 with a shoul¬ 
der fracture after a fall at Musselburgh. 

He was also out for a few weeks with 
a broken nose at the end of 2014, fall¬ 
ing off his horse at Wolverhampton. 

Freddie has improved hugely after 
working with James Fanshawe-trained 
Speedy Boarding.

Special day for Dobbo 


IT was an emotional homecoming for 
Cambridge United fan Simon Dobbin, 
from Mildenhall, when he was welcomed 
back to the Cambs Glass stadium on Sat¬ 
urday by his “football family”. 

The father and grandfather, who is in his 
early 40s, was brutally beaten up on his 
way home from a Cambridge United away 
game at Southend in March last year. 

He was put into a medically-induced 
coma, and is now unable to walk or talk. 

Simon and his family returned to watch 
the U’s play Portsmouth. 

‘Dobbo’ was invited to go along by Cam¬ 
bridge United’s fosh Coulson and Matt 
Walker, who visited him at his Mildenhall 
home. His wife Nicole and daughter Emily 
were with him. 

On the day, Nicole said: “Today is all 
about normality for Simon, but the feeling 
is overwhelming. 

“The whole way to the stadium, he had 
a great grin on his face. We did think there 
would be about 4,000 people there, but 
we’ve been told there are 6,000. It is a big 
day for us all as a family. 

“We have tried to keep life as normal 
as possible. Over the last few months, we 
have had a lot of contact with supporters 
from the club, and they all said Simon is 
like a family member. It’s kind of a football 
family, which is nice. 

“Emily and I don’t want Simon to be 
forgotten. Hopefully, by people seeing 
what has happened to Simon, it 
will stop someone doing some¬ 
thing like this in the future and 
make them think twice.” 

Around 2,000 Portsmouth fans 
made the journey to Cambridge 
for the match. It is thought there 
were as many as 6,500 people at¬ 
tending in total. 

Simon, Nicole and Emily took to the 
pitch five minutes before kick off 
and were welcomed by thunder¬ 
ous applause.

Club, has been in touch with the family 
since the attack. He said the team and sup¬ 
porters were all hoping to put on some¬ 
thing special for Simon. 

“It is amazing we have got Simon here,” 
he said. “We are thrilled he’s joined us.” 

Stuart said most of the current team 
were new and had not been playing when 
the attack took place. He said they have all 
been told and were all keen to do their best 
to make the day special. 

Stuart added: “The players who know 
about it have kept in touch with what’s go¬ 
ing on. They are a great team, and Simon’s 
one of ours.” 

The story has been followed by many 
News readers and U’s fans who have been 
vocal in their support for Simon and his 
family. 

Reader, Naomi Louise Cave, said: “I don’t 
usually get emotional but was in tears. 

“When people ask what team I follow 
they often laugh but seeing the support 
and love and how everyone has come to¬ 
gether to support him and his family, I 
wouldn’t want my allegiance to be with 
anyone else.”

IF she were ever asked to 
name her favourite town, 
the Queen would probably 
choose Newmarket. 

Of all the places in her 
realm, it is the headquar¬ 
ters of the sport of kings, 
and queens, horseracing - 
and everyone knows how 
much Her Majesty loves 
horses. 

Her visit tomorrow will 
be the latest in a very long 
line of trips, which began 
not long after she ascended 
the throne in the 1950s. 

In 1967, she came to the 
town to officially open the 
National Stud, on land next 
to the July Course. The Stud 
had moved its operations 
there from other locations 
in Ireland, Dorset and Sur¬ 
rey, and on the day the 
Queen planted a tree at the 
opening which is still there 
today. 

She was a little late ar¬ 
riving, which proved to be 
lucky for one of the specta¬ 
tors waiting excitedly to see 
her. A few minutes before 
the Royal cavalcade was 
due, an elderly onlooker 
was overcome by the heat 
and collapsed across the 
narrow entrance road to

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the Jockey Club. The wom¬ 
an recovered just in time to 
be helped clear of the royal 
cars as they arrived. 

In 1983, the Queen vis¬ 
ited the National Horserac¬ 
ing Museum in Newmar¬ 
ket, and is now its patron. 
The museum says on its 
website: “Her Majesty’s 
love for racing has spanned 
nearly eight decades which 
is highlighted in the quality 
of the horses she has both 
bred and raced.” 

In 2000, she opened the 
racecourse’s magnificent 
new Millennium Grand¬ 
stand, and more recently, 
Her Majesty has shown her 
continuing interest in the 
welfare of horses by re-em¬ 
phasising her connection 
with the Animal Health 
Trust at Kentford. She be¬ 
came the trust’s patron in 
1959, opened its equine 
virology unit in 1981, and 
was back there for another 
fact-finding visit in 2009. 

The Queen returned to 
Newmarket yet again in 
2011, this time to help the 


Newmarket Day Centre cel¬ 
ebrate its 30th anniversary. 
It was a day many people in 
the town will never forget, 
because it was only a week 
after the joyous royal wed¬ 
ding of the Duke and Duch¬ 
ess of Cambridge. 

She spent the morning 
on the gallops watching 
her Derby hopeful Carlton 
House with trainer Sir Mi¬ 
chael Stoute, and later was 
greeted by cheering crowds 
as she arrived at the day 
centre, where she met staff 
and was presented with 
flowers by children from St 
Louis Primary School. 

Paul Goffin, the centre’s 
chief executive, said at the 
time: “To talk to the most 
famous woman in the 
world, and talk to her face- 
to-face, is an honour.” 

Earlier this year, when 
Her Majesty reached the 
ripe old age of 90, people 
at Newmarket were among 
the most enthusiastic of 
those toasting her continu¬ 
ing good health.

We need to 
move on 

I MAKE no secret of the fact I'm 
disappointed in the Secretary of 
State's decision to overrule the 
council's approval of 400 new homes 
at Hatchfield Farm. 

There has been much written in 
the press and on social media in 
regard to the Secretary of State's 
decision in regard to Hatchfield 
Farm. However, the future of 
Newmarket and the Forest Heath 
district will not be defined by this 
one decision, although we remain 
an interested party in the appeal. 
Newmarket and the district is bigger 
and more important than Hatchfield. 

We need to move on. 

That is why, starting in January 
2017, Forest Heath District Council 
will lead a collaborative process 
to find consensus on a number of 
vital and interconnected issues. The 
Newmarket prospectus will look at 
broader social and economic issues 
and constraints as well as land use 
and planning, and; recognising 
the town's unique qualities, its 
contribution to the national economy 
and the vital role Newmarket plays in 
the horse racing industry; it will seek 
to deliver a long-term sustainable 
future for the town. 

We will be urging everyone in 
Newmarket to come together to 
have an open discussion in order 
to protect and promote the town's 
future. 

Consultation on this prospectus 
will start in the new year and its 
conclusions will inform a review of 
the Local Plan following its adoption, 
currently scheduled towards the 
end of next year. It will build on the 
valuable work already undertaken 


by Newmarket Town Council and 
those who have been engaged 
with Newmarket Vision and the 
Neighbourhood Plan. 

Growth is very much still on the 
agenda for Newmarket. We fully 
expect the prospectus to point to 
how, and where, the town can 
accommodate new homes, retail and 
commercial space as well as facilities 
for the horse racing industry and the 
necessary infrastructure to ensure 
Newmarket's shared economic 
prosperity. 

It has only been a matter 
of weeks since the Hatchfield 
decision and already I have had 
some very positive conversations 
with the representatives of various 
stakeholders in the town, all of whom 
are looking forward to working 
with the council to develop the 
prospectus. 

Stepping back from the Hatchfield 
appeal means we will not jeopardise 
the progress of our Local Plan. We 
must continue to develop this Local 
Plan, to meet our obligations, bring 
certainty to the district and allow us 
to maximise sustainable growth. 

Growth is happening now in our 
towns and villages - developers 
put in speculative applications and 
without a Local Plan to set the 
boundaries, this growth is not as 
easily controlled. That is why it is so 
critical that we get a Local Plan in 
place so that we can ensure growth 
is cohesive and brings with it the 
necessary funding for supporting 
infrastructure. 

We, as a council, have a duty 
to look across the entire district to 
assess areas that are appropriate for 
development. We will look at how 
we can accommodate growth and 
work with residents in our towns and 
rural areas to address concerns over 
capacity, infrastructure, services and 


facilities.

Ring found 
by gardener 


A CHEVELEY gardener has been 
reunited with his wedding ring af¬ 
ter losing it more than four years 
ago. 

Andrew McMahon, of AJM 
Property Enhancements, lost his 
ring in weeds while gardening at 
a property in Park Road, Cheveley. 

A colleague, Ashley Blades, dis¬ 
covered the ring while hoeing 
weeds in a different garden four 
years later. 

Andrew told the News: “I was 
amazed. It was like finding a nee¬ 
dle in a haystack. 

“I had been looking for my wed¬ 
ding ring for ages before I gave up. 
I got a metal detector, cleared the 
weeds and I was getting beeps but 
I obviously couldn’t dig holes in a 
client’s garden. 

“I was without a wedding ring 
for four years, so my wife and I 
were looking to buy a new one 
this month before it was found.” 

Andrew was throwing wet weeds 
into a bag behind him before his 
wedding ring slipped off his finger 
mid throw. 

The business manager took the 
weeds out of the bag, but couldn’t 
find the ring. 

Convinced that the ring was not 
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in the weeds, even though it was, 
he put them back into the bag. 

Andrew then put the weeds into 
a wheelbarrow and moved them 
to a compost heap in another 
property 400 yards away. 

A year later, a different gardener 
of the new property spread the 
compost heap, with the ring inside 
it, around the garden. 

Four years after later, owners of 
the new property hired Andrew 
and his team for gardening work. 

Andrew’s colleague Ashley 
found the ring after hoeing weeds 
from the compost heap. 

Ashley did not tell Andrew 
about the ring, and presented it to 
the owner with the business man¬ 
ager present. 

Andrew immediately realised 
that it was his ring, as it had a dent 
in it similar to the ring he had lost. 

“I was very impressed with Ash¬ 
ley,” said Andrew.

Crime boss: 
let's pool 
resources' 


Talks over extra 
policing for town 


COUNCILLORS are looking into 
funding police community sup¬ 
port officers and rangers for 
Newmarket. 

The move comes after the clo¬ 
sure of Newmarket Police Sta¬ 
tion’s front desk in April which 
sparked concerns over officer 
visibility in the town. 

Town councillors will discuss 
whether they should fund at 
least one PCSO when they meet 
next month. If they decide to go 
ahead, it would cost £30,000 a 
year per PCSO. 

Cllr Rachel Hood told the 
News : “It has been drawn to our 
attention that some councils 
have been using PCSOs in their 
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areas. 

“So we will be evaluating on 
whether they could be a benefit 
to our residents - that, and other 
aspects of the community.” 

Suffolk Police started the re¬ 
cruitment process for two PC¬ 
SOs in the town recently. 

A PCSO works with police of¬ 
ficers and shares some, but not 
all of their powers. 

The role of a PCSO is centered 
on four key areas: protecting and 
safeguarding vulnerable people, 


community engagement, de¬ 
mand management and crime 
reduction, including retail, rural 
and business crime. 

They can deal with minor of¬ 
fences such as parking tickets, 
early intervention to deter of¬ 
fenders, house-to-house en¬ 
quiries, and guarding crime 
scenes. 

Newmarket BID is also con¬ 
sulting with the council on re¬ 
cruiting Town Rangers. 

Graham Philpot, BID man¬ 
ager, said: “The visible police 
presence was a bit of a disap¬ 
pointment in the town, so we’re 
looking if there are potential so¬ 
lutions.” 


SUFFOLK County Council 
will merge more public 
services, says the Crime 
Commissioner. 

Tim Passmore, Suffolk's 
Crime Commissioner, was at 
a public consultation in the 
Memorial Hall on October 
26 involving plans to merge 
the fire station and police 
headquarters. 

He said: "It's all about 
improving the efficiency and 
effectiveness of the services. 
It's about saving tax payers 
money. But it'll be the joint 
working hub that'll be of 
great benefit. It seems quite 
odd that public services are 
working independently - 
why not pool resources and 
work together? We want to 
do this more in the county." 

Suffolk Police and 
Suffolk Fire and Rescue 
Service announced plans to 
relocate the police station 
on Vicarage Road to the 
fire headquarters on Willie 
Snaith Road.

Peak effort to help 
soldiers’ charity 
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CHALLENGE: Ryan Whittley is planning to climb 18 peaks in 18 hours 


A NEWMARKET fundraiser plans to 
climb 18 peaks in 18 hours to hon¬ 
our soldiers who have suffered from 
mental health problems. 

Ryan Whittley, 20, of Studlands 
Park, will be fell-walking through the 
Lake District in fuly. 

He will be raising money for 
Combat Stress, a charity that helps 
soldiers and veterans with post 
traumatic stress disorder (PTSD) and 
depression. 

Ryan said: “I remember watching 
a documentary about PTSD on sol¬ 
diers when I was young, which said 
that more people committed suicide 
after the Falklands War than died in 
combat, which really shook me. 

“But my desire to do something 
only came about recently after 
suffering from depression myself. 

“So I wanted to raise money and 
awareness for the armed forces, to 
get them the help that they need.” 

Ryan, who works as a client 
relationship manager for Combat 
Stress, has raised £305 so far. 

He will be accompanied by 10 of 
his friends on July 1 - Jess Wright, 
Jonathan Marchant, Katy Merry- 
weather, Alex Hubbard from New¬ 
market, Kimberley Smith, Damian 
Cross, Vicky Wells, Nick Hooper, 
Steven Thurlby from Leicester and 
Will Walker from Bury. 

Ryan is seriously considering 
joining the army himself after the 
challenge is completed. 

He believes more awareness is 
needed to combat mental health 
problems among soldiers. 

“The first step is awareness,” he 
said. “Recently it has improved, defi¬ 
nitely. More and more people are 
aware of mental health problems as 
not just a ‘man up’ sort of issue. 

“In the army people are tough 
physically, so it’s probably tough to 
admit you’ve got issues, so people 


opening up about it is a great way to 
identify what they need. 

“They don’t get help after they 
leave, other than doctors. But a lot 
of people are unwilling to admit they 
have a problem, so it can ruin lives.” 

When asked about why he chose 
the number 18, Ryan said: “I was 
reading an article which said that, 
since 1996, when I was born, 350 ser¬ 
vice personnel have committed sui¬ 


cide, which equated to 18 per year.” 

The 18 peaks Ryan plans to con¬ 
quer are Clough Head, Great Dodd, 
Watson’s Dodd, Stybarrow Dodd, 
Raise, Whiteside, Lower Man, 
Helvellyn, Catstye Cam, Nethermost 
Pike, Dollywagon Pike, Seat Sandal, 
Fairfield, Great Rigg, Hart Crag, Dove 
Crag, High Pike, and Low Pike.

Bury St Edmunds and 
Lowestoft courts closed 
last month.

The county's criminal 
justice board will meet on 
November 23 in Norwich.
